A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


February 1, 1984 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

January’s general revenue receipts showed a healthy increase over last year. We 
can attribute part of the increase to action taken by the state legislature in the special 
session. 

Receipts were up 26 percent over last January. Total receipts for the month were 
$192,178,252. This brings the yearly increase to 14.05 percent. 

Thanks partly to the legislators, the state was able to show the increase. Of the 
first seven months of the fiscal year, six have shown increases over the same periods 
in the previous year. In order to meet revised budgeted revenue projections, the 
increase will need to stand at a nine percent increase for the year. 

The receipts will need to continue to show substantial increases to offset lower 
expected collections in the final months of the fiscal year. 

Keeping in mind the substantial increase in early collections of county foreign 
insurance payments which normally come near the end of the fiscal year, we need 
this current surge. 

Showing the largest monthly percentage increase was the “all other” sources 
category which jumped $13 million. Receipts were $28,601,372. Cash bond transfers 
and protested taxes accounted for half of this increase. On the year the receipts for 
“all other” sources is up 34.2 percent. 

Individual income taxes showed an increase of 23 percent with receipts of 
$100,395,232 for the month. Individual income taxes are showing a yearly increase of 
8.98 percent. 

Corporate income taxes were up nearly 18.6 percent. Receipts totaled $9,103,923 
for the month. For the year, this category is up 25.6 percent. 

Showing the smallest percentage increase was sales tax receipts, up 13.2 
percent. Total receipts in this category were $54,077,725. For the year sales tax 
receipts are up 12.6 percent.
